Placer is a long and narrow county,'reaching from the Sacramento Valley 
tothe top of the Sierras, a distance of roo miles, and is from ro to 30 miles 
wide. The county contains every variety of surface, from low-lying alluvial 
plains to the high mountain summits of the Sierra. It is divided into two 
sections, about five-sixths of the county being drained towards the westward 
into the S:cramento River, and the smaller eastern part being drained into the 
Tahoe basin. Of its area, about 140,000 acres are valley lands, 310,000 acres 
lower foothills, and 520,000 acres higher foothills and mountains. The western 
portion consists of rich valley lands.

The fruit industry offers 
employment to women and children, that is pleas- 
ant and profitable, without in any manner affect- 
ing their social standing. To wrap the fruit in 
paper and place it carefully in boxes for shipment, 
is work that can be done by women and girls, bet- 
ter and more tastefully than by men,and with 
equal rapidity, As this is an important part of 
the industry, they are thus enabled to be of equal 
service during the season of fruit gathering, as 
are men and boys. There has been in California 
during mining days. a lack of opportunity for the 
employment of girls and boys which is provided 
for in this way, and families who utilize the labor 
of all their members can defy all competition and 
rapidly accumulate wealth. The cost of livi 
much less in the county than in cities To live 
in a city in the manner prescribed by rules of 
society necessitates many expenses that are dis- 
pensed with in t besides members of a 
family who have constant occupation generally 
spend less money than those without employ- 
ment

value. He is not compelled to wait until the ship- 
per sells it, o¢ finds out what it will bring in a cer- 
tain market, but makes a bona fide sale om the spot 
and knows from day to day just what he is real- 
iting. We produce these facts for the informa- 
tion of the new-comer. Of course there are a 
great many experienced ranchers—men old in the 
Business, who are familiar with the commission 
business, having an established brand of fruit in 
the Eastern markets who ship on their own ac- 
count through houses established for that purpose. 
It is optional with the grower concerning the man- 
ner of disposition ; he can either accept the regu- 
lar and remunerative market price, or he can 
choose his market and forward on his own ac- 
count. In either case the facilities at Newcastle 
for shipment are unsurpassed.

It is limited in extent, com- 
pared with the whole State, although comprising 
many tens of thousands of acres. It is not a frost. 
less region, and it is absurd to say 30; for it is 
most impossible to find a frostless region, except 
in a distinctly tropical climate. But the frosts of 
a true thermal belt are fight, when they do occur, 
and not especially hurtful to citrus growth. 
Placer County produces in large quantities for 
Eastern and territorial markets not only 
and lemons, but olives, figs, pomegranates, 
¢ persimmons, almonds, English walnuts, 
Italian chestnuts, peanuts, grapes, peaches, pears, 
apples, quinces, apricots, nectarines, cherries, cur: 
rants, plums, prunes, berries and small fruits of 
every description.” 


FRUITS RIPEN EARLY. 


“The advantages of carly delivery of citrus pro- 
ducts in the market form the special feature on 
which Placer County relies for pre-emincce. This 
claim has been already stated in a general way, 
but some specific claims have been added. For 
instance, that last year the cherries in the market 
were sent April 21st from Newcastle, whence were 
also shipped the first apricots, May 23d, The 
first ripe raspberries were shipped May toth from 
near Veneyn, and the first ripe oranges were 
shipped last 'year, in answer to express orders 
from Nevada, Colorado and Utah, as early as the 
middle of November, In the middle of last De- 
ccmber a carload of perfectly ripe oranges was got 
together, with lemons, olives, Japanese persim- 
mans, raisins, red holly berries and other similar 
products of the county, and sent down to Los 
Angeles and placed on’ exhibition there for two 
weeks, This exhibit was as startling as it was 
bold, and elicited from many southern citrus 
growers the admission that no better fruit could 
be produced in the south. 

‘A special car was sent out by the Placer County 
Board of Trade. This car traveled through nearly 
the whole great Northwest and its work has been 
recognized in a rapidly increasing demand for land 
in the county and for the products of its orchards 
Newcastle is one of the Placer County sections 
which owes its success toa bold, aggressive and 
enterprising spirit, ‘The Newcastle oranges speak 


for themselves, 


EARLY ORANGES. 


A few years ago the output of Newcastle pro 
ducts was limited to a few baskets of berries; 
to-day itis measured by carloads of all varieties 
of feuit. Newcastle was one of the first places in 
the State toraise oranges in days when fruit came 
all the way from Acapuleo, It was in 1886 that 
the first decided impulse was given to oranges, 
growing in Placer by the success of the citrus fair 


There were many bearing orange 
trees in Placer by that time and with stock from 
Florida and other sections hundreds of acres of 
land in the county were planted in oranges, New 
castle became readily recognized as the center 
from which improvements were to extend

“The far-famed plums of California are noted 
for appearance,

xrowing trade in the East for our fine plums, and 
Hitferent varieties extend the time of shipment 
from May to December. As to soil, climate, 
stock and pruning, it is unnecessary to repeat 
what we have said of the prune. ‘The use of My- 
fobolan stock avoids the objection of sprouting 
Incident to plum stocks, and the difficulty of work= 
ng certain varieties secessfully on the peach. 
‘As the plu frequently makes a growth of 10 to 
13 feet in a seaso mportance of short prun- 
inj, while form id the general ad 
Vantage of the vase system, will be apparent, 


However, different varieties of plum have various 
habits of growth, that_must be considered in

FORTUNATE LOCATION, 


[Fao erent of Sate Roard of Matar 843) 


Placer county is fortunate in having the over- 
land railroad passing through its extreme length, 
This fick makes it possible for the growers to pick 
their fruit in the cool of the morning, pack them 
Invairy feuit houses, place them on board the cars 
An hour or two before sundown, and know that 
the next morning will find them rolling down the 
eastern slope of the Siérra Nevada on their way 
to Chicago, Boston, or Philadelphia, as may be 
theie destination. ‘This means at least twenty 
four hours’ advantage in time over any other fruit 
section of California, making it possible to use a 
Nentilator car for the shorter journeys, and a 
Shorter transit period for the refrigerator car, 
‘Almost the entire fruit crop of this county is sent 
green to the East. The Central Pacific passes 
Hong the entire length of Placer, which is the 
nearest fruit section in California to Nevada and 
the East. As a result, feuit from this county 
reaches market much earlier and in better condi- 
Gon than it docs from more remote counties, 
There are no packing houses or driers here, and 
the entire crop may’ be said to reach market green, 
For shipment, pears are packed in 4o-pound

boxes, peaches in 2o-pound boxes, plums and 
table grapes in 20-pound crates, and cherries in 
lo-pound boxes. Pears and peaches are wrapped 
separately in paper, plums are packed with paper 
between the layers, and cherries and grapes loose 
in the boxes.” 


EVERY KIND OF CLIMATE. 


Imagine the whole Atlantic Coast from Laba- 
dor to Tallahassee incorporated into one county, 
nd one will have a fair idea of what may be found 
in Placer, exaggerated as to size, but not as to the 
freat variety of climate, elevations, soils, and 
feSOURCES. ;
